The confederated chiefs were silenced, and in 
a very few -years after, they conquered China, 
mainly led by Hung's sagacious advice and keen 
foresight, T‘ai-tsung himself, like Moses, never’ 
entered (he promised land ; he had to leave the 
‘actual invasion to his brethren, and to his: son 
the final consummation of his plans.. But T’ai- 
tsung was right in his anticipations, and his 
successors to the present day have acted toyally 
onthe great example set them of generosity, to 
the conquered, and of broad imperial statesman- 
ship, which has converted quondam enemies

“There we found the A/acrity, which had 
been sent on before, ensconced in the .most 
comfortable corner of ‘that comfortless bay, 
It was raining hard when we anchored, and the 
weather became worse in the afternoon, Before 
eight bells, half a gale of wind was blowing, and

roll! “Cabin ornaments went flying about as if | 


we — in ba open - Going - shore = 
out of the question, so we let go another anchor, 
Fand like that experionced sailor, St. Paul, wishe 
for the day.,, When it came, it ushered in' weather 
as perfect as:man could desire, The bright 
warm sunlight lit up the beautiful woods of Akishi, 
and the light mist, rapidly floating away only 
threw a fairy rege over the exquistic scenery, 
Akishiis alittle town at the foot of thickly 
wooded hills, It is one of the: nurselings of the 
jee -Government, but, hitherto, has not 
een thriving quite so vigorously as was expected. 
Still, it will probably be an important place some 
day, At present there are not more than three 
or four hundred people, and the delicious quie 
of the surrounding country is almost unbroken, 
The Ainos are in a minority, and are mostly to be 
found in. small outlying villages. In many 
respects, they are an interesting race, and mrch 
finer,physically than the Japanese; asa rule they 
have blue cyes, but their’ hair is of the same 
colour ag that ofthe latter race. They seldom 
a}low the scissors of the barber to touch their 
tangled locks, and this perhaps accounts for the 
appellation, ‘Aarey Ainos,"’ The vulgar .idea 
that their bodies are entirely covered with long 
hair is a misconception,’ or, at any. rate,-a ross 
exaggeration, They have the reputation of being 
far more honest and truthful: than the Japanese. 
Drink is their great failing; but, for this 
their more civilised successors are in great 
part responsible, as they pay them for 
their savage produce in saké, However, we 
asa nation, cannot afford to throw stones, ‘Are 
not some of our traders quite as immoral when 
they buy valuable articles from ignorant savages 
with glass beads, and penny looking-gtasses ?- 
The Aino women have a curious habit of tattoo- 
Ing a bowshaped border round the mouth. It 
does not-look so ugly as it sounds. I remember 
sccing a pretty Aino girl last year, whase good 
looks were not at all. impaired by the rather sugy 
gestive bow shaped. pattern round her sweet 
young lips, I hope, by this time, she has shot. 
an arrow into the heart of some ‘long-haired 
adrofrer, and pinned him to ber apron strings for 
ever and a‘day, wy : 

Our stay at Akishl was too short to give much 
opportunity for ,ethnological research, We 
departed at 4 p.m, on the day after our arrival.

‘an illustration. A.child of 8 years was recently 
taken ill- with throat trouble. Several elderly 
neighbors dropped in, and gave opinions as to 
the character of the disease. ,With sing lar 
unanimity they expressed themselves ‘as sure, 
the little patient had canker of the throat, They 
were positive that this diagnosis was correct, 
because they “saw white spots onthe tonsils.” 
Naturally, cnough the parents felt no uncasiness 
at first, but, asthe child prew worse, alter two 
or thice days the family physician was'sent 
for, He found the’ case.to be one of diph- 
theria in the most malignant form. The 
disease. was 60 far. advanced that treatment 
was of no avail, and death occurred, One would 
naturally say, in this instance, that a litile 
knowledge had proved a dangerous thing, yet 
the terrible result was far Irom being attuibut- 
able toa “little,” it’ was duc to. an absence of 
any knowledge—to utter ignorance, And it is 
generally found that, instead of a little knowled- 
ye of diseases proving dangerous and leading its 
possessor to trifle with fife, it far oftener lessens 
his conceit and opens ta him dangers’ which he 
will never risk, : Sing 

‘ “The man who doctors himself has a (ool for 
a patient.” This ‘is true in’ actual disease, of 
severe derangements, but there are many trifl- 
ing ajlmgnts which can be overcome. with 
simple means, with which every one should be 
familiar. In-constipation, for instance, remedies 
are found on the table ;.in other words, the 
trouble can, in nearly all cases, be overcome by 
properly regulating the diet. . 

‘Dietetic treatment is often all that is necessary 
| in numerous other ifil.ctions, and surely it can 
safely -be applied by a person possessing a 
reasonable amount of intelligence. To keep 
within the limits of safety, one: must draw, the 
line al drugs.- They should not be-used except 
by those who have a full knowledge of their 
action, Very many’ people are unmindful of the 
dangers of “physic tipplirg,” and do themselves 
much harm by it. All medicines are dangerous 
unless taken under proper conditions and in 
correct doses, Chlorate of, potash, which is a 
popular remedy for sore throat, is consitercd: 
harmless, and is, therefore, often taken in much 
too large quantities. Death in consequence of 
of'an overdose occurred in this city some years 
ago. Hence, in attempting self-treatment, let 
drugs alone, $s a rule-which all ‘will do well to 
observe, All things considered, it cannot be, by 
‘any means, held that a litle knowledge’ of 
inedicines is a dangerous thing, . And instend of 
discouraging the non-professional against study- 
ing the, cxuses, nature and symptoms of the 
| distase, he shculd be cucouraped to do so, for 
More reasons than we have already given, 
“ My kidneys are troubling me” is a com- 

plaint which one ficquently hears made. Pro- 
hably there are no organs in the body which are 
oftencr wrongfully accused of being refractory 
than the kidneys, a fact. due to a general ipnor- 
ance of the symptoms which, they excite when 
disturbed or diseased, Doubtless more than 
|. nine-tenths of all the cases which the patient's 
themselves believe to, be .k-dney trouble are 
actually duc todisorders of the liver and stomach, 
A cloudiness of the excretion is assumed to be 


evidence of kidney disturbance, and yet that ap: |. 


pearance .is much the oftenest' noted in patients 
whoate siniply bilious. In fact, in kidney trouble 
alone, umess@f an acute character, the excretion 
is seldom cloudy, -When' the bladder is affected 
then that change is noted, Persons who slecp 
in coo} rooms in winter are frequently disturbed | 
by the thick appearance of the excretion and led 
to dose themselves, notwithstanding, the fact 
that they are feeling wall That condition 
observed is really of no conscquence,. and 
-appears—in-health-the—solid—-constituents—are- 
simply precipitated by the action of cold and. 
readily dissolved again if heatis applied. A 
sediment in the excretion is common ia hot 
weather and generally ‘appears during the 
subsidence of 1. febrile attack, even if. slight, 
Ancther symptom, which is almost always con- 
strued as an evidence of “kidney trouble,” is a 


pain in the back. That isa very common error, |: 


Pain may occur in diseases of the kidney, but it 
rarcly docs so, and hence alone the symptom is 
really of very litle importance. In hot weather 
the quantity of fluid passed is much less than 
in cold weather, unless liquids in’ a, propor- 


tionately greater quantity are taken ihto the |. 


stomach, A quart and one pint is about the 
normal for twenty-four hours. If the quantity 
falls much below that, and nareason such as we 
have stated appears for it, then it is evident that. 
the kidneys are less active than they should be. 
The popular remedy in those cases is gin, which 
cannot besanctioned. Another is sweet spirit of , 
nitre.. A few. correct doses: of that, taken at 
tatervals, candonoharm, From one-halftoone 
teaspoonful in a tumbler of. water ‘is the 
dose for an adult, and it may be repeated,’ 
‘if. needed, every three or four hours until. 
three or four doses have been taken, Pro- 
longed use is quite certain to upset the 


stomach. Better thin either ofthese, to stimulate |. 


the action of the kidneys, is cream oftartar water, 
‘The propsr way to prepare it is this ‘To a quart 
of boilinw water add'a tablespoonful of creain of 
lartar, the juice of one lemon and two table- 
spoonfulsiof sugar. Let it stand on ice until conl 
“Tt this 1s taken freely, itwwill have the desired 
effect. The kidneys fail to properly perform the 
function in ecttain ‘diseascs—as typhoid fcver— 
aside from, those of the-kidneys themselves, 
Occasionally in persons who feel well those 
organs appear to be slightly in active for a day 
or two at a time, and then the trouble passes off, 
Cnly in such cases is sclf-treatment justifiable. 
If he derangement lasts for a longer time or the 
patient is otherwise ailing, a physician “must be 
consulted, for there is danger'in delay. : 
Being “ obliged to get pp, often at night” is 
carsidered by many an evidence of kidacy dis- 
order. Thatnecd paints to the bladder as the 
seat ofthe disturkance, and if continuous the ad- 
vice of a physician is imperative. An cacessive 
action of the kidneys, much above the normal 
quantity stated, if rersistent for several weeks, 
would .indicate diabetes, Occasionally the 
qua ig much increased without that disease: 
“being present, but only for a short time—a day 
ortwo—unless the quantity of. fluids taken 1s 
unusually large. Greater activity of the kidneys 
is.quite a common symptom.{n recoyery from a

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‘>From what has been said in the foregoing it 
will be scen that what are generally accepted as 
symptoms of “kidney trouble,” ‘with but few 
exceptions, do not point to those-organs, but 
arigin-te in some other part of/the system, 
Knowing this. fact, many people who are ‘now 
made anxious by their'feats must’ find no little 
telicf, For obvious reasons this subject is ane 
which is discussed with some hesiiation, nnd 
therefore is too often neglected.

The kidneys are 
inactive, the quantity of excretion is usually 
scanty, and at times’ has n smoky appearance, 
These are the principal signs which are mani- 
fested in an acute. attack of “ Uright’s disease.” 
Asa tule, the chronic form of this discase begins 
slowly, stealing on, as it were, insidiously, 
‘Probably, in a large proportion of cas i 
for many months before it is discovered, and in 
the mean time the victims consider tiemsclves 
perfectly well. Often the first.signs to excite uneasi- 
fess, area general loss of strengih and a growing 
paleness or.sallowness of complexion.. There is 
also disinclination to exertion, fatigue being casy. 
Occasionally the first symptom is dropsy, apps 
ing in a puffiness under the cyes, ora slight 
Swelling of the feet and. ankles. This is a 
prominent symptom in somecases, but in‘ others, 
itis never very marked, Inall forms of Bright’s 
disease symptoms referable to the’ digestive 
system are more or less pronounced ; indigestion 
or dyspeptic disorder is common. Headache is 
also an exceedingly common symptom, and often 
itis one of the first to appear, A frequent com- 
plaint is trouble with the sight, which suffers 
slow impairment, and the paticnt eventually has 
Tecourse to glasses, ean eee : 
These are in brief some of the cnily signs of 
“Bright’s disease.” As: will appear, they are 
Not distinctive, for none of them point directly 
lo. the kidneys. ‘The most accomplished pysi- 
cian can not depend'upan these or other symp- 
touls alone ; he wou'd need surer evidence be- 
fore he told a person his kidncys were affected. 
The-only certain means is chemical analysis 
and miscrocopical ‘ex imination of the secretion, 
The public should remember this one important 
fact, and never accept a, physician’s opinions as 
of value until he has secured this positive proof,
